accidents. Accidents are bound to occur- it seems, lu 
gpite of the greatest care being exercised, which it is po1-- 
Fible for people to exercise. But mam accidents could 
be a%oided if ever}' mean< to prevent them, which wa^ 
possible +o be used, A\crt u-ed. and tming to the condi- 
tion of our streets particularly on Saturday there are 
bome additional pre\euti\es ^\hieh should be used. 


Of course it goes without saying that pedestrian 
l 


khould be careful before they croas the street at any 
point and they should not cross anywhere except at 
crossings if it can possibly be avoided. They should 
look both ways for approaching automobiles, but ha\ - J 
ing looked and determined that it is safe to cross, they, 
j?hould cross and not (hange their minds when in the mid- 
dle of the street. The driver of the automobile assume^, 
•when a person is seen crossing the street, that they are 
going to continue. He governs himelf aci-ordmgly and 
one 13 infinitely safer to proceed than to turn back a-^ 
& rule. 


In the second place the automobilist should particu 


laxly, on such a day as Saturday in Elyna, move very 
plowly down Broad street between Cleveland street and 
Chestnut street and, Cheapside, and Second street. 
lA.utomobiles on these streets linej the curb so thickly that 
it is impossible for one to really see an automobile com- 
ing if he Is crossing the street until after he has goiter. 
clear of the parked automobiles.

(brive that he can stop within five or ten feet it someone 
Jnay come out from between an\ two automobiles en- 
jxrate and hasten thoughtlessly across the street 


The legal rate for the citv is ten niile^ an hoar, and 


this legal rate should not only be adhered to, but in our 
judgment there are cases ^hen the automobilist should 
have reduced this speed, because \\e are privileged to 
make things a^> safe a^ po--ihle

would be well if from Saturday noon until eight or nme 
o'clock Saturday e\eiung traffic men would be placed at 
either end of Broad street to ^ee that all drivers ^low 
down to the legal rate of speed 
If two or three men 


were placed alontr the street arid automobiles \\ere 
slowed down to ten mile^ an hour it would almost pr( - 
rlude the po^>ibilitie- of accident^ and drne those ^\ho 
are in a hurry off from Broad street entuth .
